THiS'is-a year of good crops in most parts of the country, 


and .with all the rest there is a large crop of apples which should 
be appreciated by all classes in view of the scarcity that pre- 
vailed'last year, when there was a painful opportunity to learn 
wh'at a^real dearth of apples means'; Tpbt sure.the country 
was-.not-entirely without this wholesome and valuable fruit, 
but/the crop was so small that the scarcity was felt seriously in 
most sections, and-where Ihe'fruit was obtainable-high prices 
necessarily prevailed. . 


There is an entirely different state of things this year, some- 


thing for which all have reason to be thankful. There would 
be apples enough for every family, at reasonable prices if the 
system of distribution were more perfect, and it is to be re- 
gretted that thousands of bushels will rot on the ground, be 
fed'to-stock or made into cider while many families and chil- 
dren in the cities have to go without or use them in small 
quantities at prices that ought not to prevail in such a year as 
this. 


There are many who do not fully understand the value of 


the apple as an 'article of food, but those who do understand it 
are aware that it is one of the most valuable of all fruits, if hot 
the most valuable.' One beauty of the apple is that it can be 
used in so many different ways. -It'is good raw, it is one of the 
best'articles known to the, housewife as "pie timber," apple 
sauce is not to be laughed at, baked.sweet apples are a tempt- 
ing dish and a glass of sweet cider is a treat for women and 
children. Some men also enjoy it, but most of them prefer to 
give it-time to "get a little edge on.". The apple is an all-round 
fruit. It is good through.the fall,.winter and spring, and is 
good in so many different .forms that in one or another it is 
sure to appeal to every taste.,- . •

•.It is a pity that when apples are as plentiful as they are this 
year ways cannot be found to supply them to the poor people 
of the-cities at low prices. .There is ..something wrong when 
eatables of any description which are badly needed in one place 
are going to waste in another, and it seems as if the students of 
social uplift and general betterment of conditions should be 
able to devise means of taking apples from the ground where 
they are going to waste and placing them within the reach of 
meni women and children in the cities who hardly ever see an 
apple, no matter how large the crop.
